Status of Application 

1 . The remarks, amendments and declaration filed on 08/24/2010 are 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 8, 19, 40, 42, 50-51 and 53-54 were cancelled. Claims 1 and 57 were 
amended. Claims 1-7, 9-18, 20-39, 41, 43-49, 52 and 55-59 are pending and are 
included in the prosecution. 

Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 

forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
amended claim 1 to delete the terms "mainly consisting of and to include recitations of 
choline chloride in the form of a dry, crystalline powder and the second layer 
surrounding the first layer being distinct from the first layer. The declaration by Emilio 
Cerchiari (filed 08/24/2010) demonstrated rumen degradation resistance only by choline 
chloride containing granules and pellets surrounded by a double layer, i.e., an inner lipid 
layer and an outer carnauba wax layer, as compared to granules and pellets having a 
single layer of hard wax, a single layer of a mixture of hard wax and lipid, and a single 
layer of lipid. A further prior art search did not disclose a reference that teaches 
granules or particles having a core that contains choline chloride in the form of a dry, 
crystalline powder and where the core is surrounded by a double layer, i.e., an inner 
lipid layer and an outer carnauba wax layer. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the prior art of 

record.

A composition of matter comprising particles which contain choline chloride to be 
administered in a rumen-protected and post-ruminally effective form, each particle 
comprising a core which contains choline chloride and a protective coating surrounding 
the core and protecting choline chloride by ruminal activity while allowing its release into 
the post- rumen portion of the digestive tract of a ruminant.
